POLICE SHAKE-UP 


Banquet 
suite bid 
to revive 
the baths 


A FATHER and his two chil¬ 
dren escaped when a blaze 
broke out in the kitchen of 
their home. 

The family was alerted by 
the sound of an explosion 
shortly after 4pm on 
Monday and found the base 
of the fridge on fire and the 
Walsall property filling with 
thick smoke. 

They ran next door to 
raise the alarm. 

Firefighters spent three 
hours at the terraced house 
in Wells Avenue, Darlaston, 
carrying out checks after 
putting out the flames. 

Evacuated 

The two neighbouring 
properties were evacuated 
as a precaution. 

Investigators are still 
looking into the cause of the 
blaze which severely 
damaged the ground floor 
and smoke-logged the rest of 
the property. 

Mother-of-three Gill Can- 
adine, 49, who lives next 
door, took the family in after 
their escape. 

She said: “He had gone to 
investigate after hearing a 
bang in the kitchen, which 
was so loud we heard it in 
our house. 

“He saw some flames 
behind the fridge and then 
suddenly it was every¬ 
where.” 

Watch commander John 
Wildman said: “The fire may 
have been caused by an elec¬ 
trical fault, we don’t know 
for sure at this stage.”

SPARKS CONCERN 


THE NUMBER of neighbourhood beat 
officers in Walsall is being scaled 
back from 138 to 99 - prompting fears 
it will lead to increased crime. 

Neighbourhood teams are being made smaller under a 
series of changes to policing around the borough dubbed 
‘Continuous Improvement.’ Police chiefs insist the restruc¬ 
turing will improve the service for the public with the total 
number of officers not being reduced, instead redeployed to 
other sections. Beat officers will be able to concentrate on 
neighbourhood priorities, say bosses. 


But Darlaston South 
councillor Doug James said 
he was concerned about the 
impact on local beat teams. 

“Projects started with 
local communities are at risk 
as staff are moved and new 
staff have to be integrated 
into existing projects,” he 
said. 

“What is behind the 
changes is called Continu¬ 
ous Improvement but we all 
know it is about budget cuts 
which are diluting police 
teams. 

Inefficiency 

“I record my appreciation 
of all the work of the Darlas¬ 
ton South Police Team but 
remain on alert against 
further cuts to front line 
staff.” 

West Midlands Police 
insist the aim is to improve 
the service for the public 
while identifying and reduc¬ 
ing waste, duplication and 
inefficiency. 

The public making non¬ 
emergency calls are being 
offered ‘policing by appoint¬ 
ment’, an option to meet 
with officers at a time and 
location to suit them. 

Other changes include a 
revised help desk, an inci¬ 
dent resolution team to 
handle all calls, and a 
response team focused on 
rapid incident response. 

There will also be a larger 
investigation team dedi¬ 
cated to bringing criminals 
to court and community pri¬ 
ority teams to resolve issues.

Superintendent Keith 
Fraser, of Walsall police, 
said: “Through Continuous 
Improvement we now have a 
variety of approaches for the 
public to receive a bespoke 
level of service, for example 
through the appointment 
system. 

“In the first week of Cl 
Walsall police have had a 100 
per cent success rate in rela¬ 
tion to scheduled appoint¬ 
ments with the public. We 
are already receiving posi¬ 
tive feedback. This is clearly 
having a positive impact on 
the communities we serve. 

“On average we are reach¬ 
ing 90 per cent of our emer¬ 
gency calls within target 
time scales. 

“The numbers in neigh¬ 
bourhood teams will be 
reduced from 138 to 99 offi¬ 
cers but these officers will 
not be abstract from their 
local neighbourhoods and 
thus able to concentrate on 
neighbourhood priorities. 

“A new team has been 
created, called the Commu¬ 
nity Action Priority Team 
who provide additional 
support to neighbourhood 
officers tackling local issues 
across the borough. 

“There will also be an 
increase of officers in the 
Investigation Team, which 
will now comprise 75 offi¬ 
cers. ”

Project 

Bosses behind the pro¬ 
posed development aim to be 
open for business before the 
end of August. 

The ambitious project 
involves demolition of ancil¬ 
lary buildings to create a 
two-storey extension which 
planning officers say will 
bring “economic regenera¬ 
tion and job creation”. 

Town hall chiefs closed 
the leisure centre after 
saying it was among the 
worst performing in Walsall 
boroug. It was snapped up at 
auction the following year. 

New owner Raj Kumar 
has two banqueting halls in 
Perry Barr and Bilston and 
the Willenhall site is 
expected to become the main 
offices. 

He said he wanted to 
bring the “fantastic site” 
back into use. 

LOO CUtS tO 

save £l20k 

COUNCIL chiefs say closing 
toilets is necessary to “avoid 
excessive burdens” on tax¬ 
payers of £120,000 a year. 

Walsall Council has to 
make £13 million cuts. It 
plans to shut loos to save on 
cleaning and maintenance 
costs in Pelsall, Rushall, Wil¬ 
lenhall, Aldridge, Brown- 
hills and Blakenall Heath. 

The Rushall and Brown- 
hills toilets have been closed 
since early October. Bosses 
said there were no com¬ 
plaints. A final decision is 
expected by the council this 
month. 
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Petition calls for football centre on old school site 


MORE than 100 people have signed a fresh peti¬ 
tion calling for a former school site on the 
Sandwell-Walsall border to be turned into a 
centre for football teams. 

The former Fir Tree School site is up for sale 
but campaigners want Sandwell Council to take 
it off the market and create a complex featuring 
changing rooms, showers and gym equipment. 

It is hoped this can then be used to set up new 
football teams for youngsters in the area. 

“We are not adverse to some kind of develop¬ 
ment as long as it’s right for the community,” 


said campaigner Darryl Magher from the Yew 
Tree and Tamebridge Regeneration Forum. 

“A small sports centre featuring a gym and 
changing rooms would be ideal. 

“We don’t want a massive multi-million pound 
sports complex - just something for the commu¬ 
nity.” 

Estate 

The new campaign is just the latest attempt to 
stop Sandwell Council selling the former school 
site on the Yew Tree estate for development. 


A 475-name petition was handed to the council 
by the members of the forum in 2011 in a bid to 
make bosses think twice. 

But the authority, which needs to save £100 
million by 2017, dismissed the suggestion, 
saying sale of the land was needed to raise much 
needed funds. 

More than a year later, and with development 
yet to come to fruition, Mr Magher believes the 
council should look at the site again. 

“We do not need family houses,” he said. “The 
schools are at bursting point.” 


Foundation bid by 
hospital is delayed 


A BID for Walsall Manor Hospital to become a 
foundation trust, giving it greater independ¬ 
ence and control over its own affairs, will be 
submitted by the end of June - months later 
than planned. 

It was due to be put forward last autumn but was delayed 
after a failure to hit A&E targets and due to Walsall Health¬ 
care NHS Trust’s financial position. The decision to delay 
the bid was reached after a meeting between the hospital 
trust board and the Strategic Health Authority. 

Health chiefs now expect to apply by the end of June, a 


Committee 
deals with 
taxi offences 

MORE than a dozen taxi 
drivers had their licences 
revoked or suspended in 
Walsall in a year following 
motoring offences or convic¬ 
tions. 

More than 40 drivers were 
brought before licensing 
bosses in the 12 months 
from January 2012. There 
were 11 licences removed 
ranging from offences of 
drink driving convictions, 
plying for hire, having no 
insurance and points under 
the totting-up procedure. 

There were seven licences 
suspended which included 
the accumulation of points, 
failing to set the meter and 
illegally plying for business. 

Scores of others were 
issued with cautions by 
councillors on Walsall 
Council’s licensing commit¬ 
tee. 

Taxi bosses have insisted 
most drivers are operating 
correctly and within the law. 

Zulf Ali, chairman of the 
private hire association in 
Walsall, said some cases 
were “petty” but council 
officers have the right to 
bring people before the com¬ 
mittee.

Director of governance 
and trust secretary Dawn 
Clift said: “It is recom¬ 
mended that our application 
for NHS Foundation Trust 
status is submitted by no 
later than the end of June.

Concerns 

It emerged at the end of 
last year that the Manor had 
fallen short of its four-hour 
A&E waiting time target.

Three times 
in December it reported 
more than 90 emergency 
admissions in a single day. 

The number of patients 
coming from Staffordshire 
to Walsall has also risen by 
more than 30 per cent in less 
than a year. 

Reduced A&E opening 
hours at Stafford were 
blamed for the rise.

Director Jon Grove said the new type 2B 
Schumag drawing line will allow the firm to 
broaden the range of products it offers and 
create around six jobs in the next few 
months, with more to follow. 

The 31-year-old said: “We have already 
seen significant new orders as a result of the 
new machine from new, existing and export 
customers.” 


Where there’s McK there’s brass 


Bizarre 999 
calls waste 
police time 

A MAN complaining about 
his takeaway meal and a 
woman who had forgotten 
her laptop password are 
among the bizarre 999 calls 
that have been made to West 
Midlands Police. 

As part of a force cam¬ 
paign highlighting its work, 
details of recent calls which 
should never have been 
made to police have been 
released. 

Senior officers said that 
nearly half of the 700,000 
telelphone calls received by 
the force’s emergency line 
did not fit the bill. 

Of the worst examples, 
Chief Inspector Sally 
Holmes said: “These calls 
are ridiculous and it doesn’t 
end just there. 

“We regularly receive calls 
to 999 about lost property, 
people asking for directions 
and from people who have 
been denied entry to a night¬ 
club. 

Serious 

“Its astonishing listening 
to them but they hide a 
serious truth. Each call 
often takes minutes to deal 
with as staff have to clarify 
the situation and it might 
not sound like much but, if 
someone is trying to get 
through to report a genuine 
life or death emergency, then 
a minute is a very long time 
to wait. 

“I cannot stress enough 
that the 999 number is for 
emergencies only, for guid¬ 
ance this is defined as: a 
crime is in progress, 
someone suspected of a 
crime is nearby, when there 
is danger to life or when vio¬ 
lence is being used or threat¬ 
ened. To contact police for 
any other reason, call 101.” 

Mrs Holmes said as well as 
bizarre hoax calls, some 
were made maliciously.

Heritage lock building's days are numbered 



DEMOLITION has begun at one of Willen- 
hall’s famous lock factories to make way for 
new homes - despite concern at losing 
another part of the town’s heritge 

Scaffolding and fencing has been erected 
at the former Union Locks offices on Gower 
Street, which date from the 1930s, as work 
begins to tear down the iconic building. 

It is being demolished by Garvey Demoli¬ 
tion after falling into decay over the 12 years 
that it has been empty. 

Les Burrows, chairman of Willenhall 
History Society has expressed fears that the 
loss of the site is another nail in the coffin for 
Willenhall’s heritage, following the loss of 
other old buildings during the construction 


of the nearby Morrison’s supermarket. 

He added that the demolition would be 
particularly sad for those who used to work 
in the offices or had relatives who worked 
there. 

Houses 

Once cleared the site on the corner of 
Gower Street and Wood Street, will be used 
for 35 houses and 12 flats under plans from 
developer Westbury Partnerships. 

The developer had to apply for special per¬ 
mission for the demolition because of the 
building’s heritage status. 

Willenhall councillors Sean Coughlan and 
Carl Creaney have both come out in support 


of the planned development that they hope 
will revitalise the town centre, whilst 
getting rid of a site that attracted vandalism 
and other anti-socila behaviour. 

Long-established Willenhall firm BE 
Wedge has expressed fears that the develop¬ 
ment could put pressure on their busy metal 
galvanizing site, that sits yards from the 
proposed homes. 

The Union Locks offices were built in 
1933 and extended in 1945, though the lock 
manufacturers had been on the same site 
since 1883. The building became empty 
after Assa Abloy took over Union Locks in 
2000 .

Lack of training for care home staff 


A LACK of training and supervision for staff and 
no evidence of risk assessments being completed 
were among the failings unearthed at a care home 
in Walsall, a report has revealed. 

The Care Quality Commission (CQC) carried 
out an inspection at Mali Jenkins Specialist Res¬ 
idential Home, which cares for up to 20 people 
with neurological illnesses, predominately 
Parkinson’s disease. This took place after con¬ 
cerns were raised by Walsall Council about the 
absence of a manager, after the local authority 
had stopped new placements of patients being 
sent to the home. 

During a visit in December, inspectors found 
improvements were needed in five out of six areas 
assessed. 

A report said they did not see that risk assess¬ 


ments had been completed for people who had 
bed rails to stop them falling, and more detail was 
needed on care plans. 

It was also found that suitable arrangements 
were not in place to ensure staff had the knowl¬ 
edge and information to “recognise and report 
otential abuse”. Not all staff at the care home, 
ased at The Crescent, had received safeguard 
training. 

Absence 

Inspectors found that, in the absence of a 
manager, there had been no robust system to 
ensure staff continued to receive supervision and 
appraisals. The report said: “The training matrix 
did not evidence that all staff had received and 
were up to date with the appropriate training.” 


The quality monitoring systems were said to be 
insufficient to check regulated activities within 
the home and the inspection found certain inci¬ 
dents had not been reported. 

The report, however, said staff were courteous 
and polite and treated people with dignity and 
respect. 

Bupa Care Homes (Partnerships) Limited, 
which manages the home, has now been asked to 
send a report to the CQC saying how it will 
improve. 

Tim Seal, from Bupa, said: “We were already 
taking action to address the areas that the CQC 
have identified, and we have made significant 
progress.” 

He added that they would ensure standards at 
the home continued to improve. 


Council to sell-off 
more of its offices 


MORE council-owned buildings are set to 
close in Walsall to help save the cash- 
strapped authority more than £550,000. 

Reducing the council’s property portfolio would help cut 
heating bills and maintenance costs. Savings of £573,000 
are earmarked in the next financial year as part of budget 
proposals to go before the full council later this month. 

Regeneration boss Councillor Adrian Andrew said: 
“Some buildings may close as part of the ongoing work but 
at present these have yet to be finalised. Work is ongoing to 


consider all the needs of the 
council’s property portfo¬ 
lio.” 

It emerged almost two 
years ago that the authority 
was looking to sell more 
than 20 offices to rake in 
more than £7 million. 

Under the plans, 1,898

Cemetery campaigners prepare for long struggle 


A WARNING has been sounded for cam¬ 
paigners fighting to stop a cemetery being 
built on green-belt land near their homes. 

A packed public meeting in Rushall last 
week heard from a resident living nearthe 
Springhill Cemetery Group’s site at 
Muckley Corner, the same company behind 
the application before Walsall Council. The 
resident, who did not want to be named, 
warned that the firm fought for eight years 
to win planning permission after its original 
application was thrown out, adding: “Rejec¬ 
tion is only when your troubles start - I 
would not wish what we have got on any 
other community.” 

At the sometimes stormy meeting council 


officers were also criticised for not inform¬ 
ing residents by letter of the application. 

Chief planning officer Andrew Thompson 
read out house numbers in Aldridge Road, 
Mellish Road, Landywood House and Fern- 
leigh Road where householders were noti¬ 
fied by post. But several residents, living at 
the properties concerned, said that no 
letters had arrived. 

Petition 

A petition opposing the cemetery has 
gained more than 1,200 signatures. Some 98 
individual letters of protest have also been 
sent to the council. 

Almost 300 angry residents confronted 


council bosses over the proposed £3 million 
private cemetery near their homes. 

The protesters won two extra weeks to 
submit objections after many said they had 
not had consultation notices. 

Mr Thompson told a packed community 
hall at Rushall Church that the plan for an 
8,000-plot graveyard in Aldridge Road, 
would almost certainly not go ahead because 
of flooding and contamination concerns. 

That did little to comfort the residents 
who said they were prepared for an appeal 
by applicant Aamer Waheed, boss of 
Springhill Cemetery. 

Businessman Suky Samra, of the Resi¬ 
dents Against the Cemetery Campaign 


group, said: “This is going to be a long 
battle.” 

The sometimes stormy meeting was 
chaired by Councillor Bob Barnard who 
said: “The strength of feeling here has been 
enormous.” 

Colin Andrews, director of nearby Calder- 
fields Golf Academy, pointed out that the 
club had applied to build a driving range but 
were turned down because it would gener¬ 
ate too much traffic. High ways officer Colin 
Whitehouse claimed a driving range would 
generate more traffic than a cemetery. 

Residents were told that the cemetery 
would be open to all faiths and that restric¬ 
tions on opening hours could be imposed.

“What they call a crack¬ 
down has in fact caused 
wider environmental prob¬ 
lems,” he said. 

The policy introduced by 
the council last year, saw 
‘binspectors’ snooping in 
people’s bins and slapping 
on contaminated stickers. 

Walsall Council’s trans¬ 
port and environment boss , 
Councillor Tom Ansell 
said: “A small percentage of 
homes had their recycled 
waste included with their 
household waste as a last 
resort, 

“This was to stop waste 
building up on our streets 
and remove bin bags from as 
many homes as possible.”

Homes for 
rent to be 
built on old 
factory site 


A TOTAL of £5.2 million is being ploughed into 
a new housing development on a historic 
former lock factory site in Willenhall. 

Almost 50 new homes will be built at the former Josiah 
Parkes factory site in Wood Street with work poised to get 
under way soon. 

Bosses at housing association Accord Group said it would 


transform a dilapidated site 
which has lain empty for 10 
years. 

Existing buildings on the 
1.76 acre site are to be flat¬ 
tened. They will be replaced 
with 35 two, three and four- 
bedroom homes and 12 two- 
bedroom apartments. 

They will be developed by 
Accord Group and Westbury 
Partnerships, along with 
Walsall Council. 

Transform 

It will provide homes for 
people on rental housing 
waiting lists and work is 
expected to be completed by 
late autumn this year. 

Alan Yates, executive

Hefty fine for firm over 
health and safety breach

A FIRM has been landed with 
a bill for thousands of pounds 
for instructing two men to 
work high up in the air without 
correct protection or training. 

The action comes after a concerned 
member of the public took a picture of 
the men working at a furniture shop in 
Bridgtown. 

The workers were spotted precari¬ 
ously on the roof - and the picture 
prompted an investigation by the 
Health and Safety Executive. 

Officers visited the site in Green 
Lane and found the workers were not 


trained for the roof repairs they were 
doing for refurbishment and shop 
fitting firm Fastrac Profiles Limited. 
HSE investigators say the two 
workers, and those working below 
them, were put in unnecessary danger. 

Falls 

Fastrac Profiles Limited, of Neptune 
Industrial Estate in Owen Road, Wil- 
lenhall, was fined £5,000 at Stafford 
magistrates court. It was also ordered 
to pay £3,761 in costs after pleading 
guilty to breaching part of the Work at 
Height Regulations 2005. 

HSE inspector Alastair Choudhury 
said: “Falls from height are a signifi¬ 


cant cause of fatalities and serious 
injuries. The risks involved with work 
at height are entirely foreseeable and it 
is essential that proper planning 
assessment and training is undertaken 
to reduce these risks. 

“Those who neglect to do this and 
who don’t provide a safe system of 
work, put workers at serious risk.” 

Magistrates were told the workers 
had been instructed to weld steel to 
uprights at the apex of a roof. No risk 
assessment had been carried out, the 
court heard. HSE officers also found no 
fall prevention measures, such as scaf¬ 
folding, were in place. The offence hap¬ 
pened on September 26, 2011.

Second monument to 
mark Hoard discovery 


A SECOND sculpture to cele¬ 
brate the discovery of the 
Staffordshire Hoard is proposed. 

It was announced last year that Lichfield 
would be getting a monument created by 
top internation sculptor Peter Walker. 

It is now planned that Burntwood, near 
where the discovery was made, will also get 
a marker of the historic event - and be the 
start of a county tourist trail. 

Businessman Robert Carr is behind the 
proposals for both tributes, with Mr Walker 
part of the design and creation process. 

They hope to get the community 
involved, influencing what the sculptures 
look like, where they will be located and the 
material they will be made of. 

Concept 

They will soon start to fundraise for the 
project, though they have not yet got a 
target figure. 

Mr Carr said the focus should go back to 
the site of the hoard discovery. They had 
been looking at the concept of creating the 
artwork since the hoard of Anglo-Saxon 
gold was discovered in 2009. 

“Public art is invaluable in helping to 
focus attention on the important factors of 
our heritage and these artworks will be long 
term investments in the area,” said Mr 
Walker , who lives in Burntwood. 

He said that they hoped the two sculp¬ 
tures would encourage more tourists to the 
area.

Cheers! A pub crawl 
through old Bloxwich 


BLOXWICH was always 
famed for its historic pubs. 

Most Bloxwich ‘locals’ date from 
the late 1800s and the 1900s, when 
many ancient inns were swept 
away. One exception is Bloxwich’s 
oldest surviving pub, the fine old 
Georgian Royal Exchange in 
Stafford Road. 

Built in the late 1700s, the 
Exchange was added to in the early 
1800s when it was described as 
being on the Short Heath - the 
village green, now Bloxwich Park. 

The Turf Tavern (popularly 
known as Tinky’s,) in Wolverhamp¬ 
ton Road, is famous for being 
unspoiled. Run by Doris Hiscott- 
Wilkes and her daughter Zena, it 
dates back to at least 1871. The 
present owner's great-grandfather 
purchased it in 1879. The family, 
also known as locksmiths and met¬ 
alworkers, is descended from leg¬ 
endary Bloxwich rebel Samuel 
Wilks, who stood up for the village 
against Walsall in the mid-1700s.

The original Bell Inn was a Tudor 
building. Run by the Beech family 
for most of the 1800s, it was demol¬ 
ished in about 1900 when the 
present Bell was erected on the 
corner of Bell Lane. 

It was so popular with miners 
and metalworkers that it closed at 
11pm and reopened before 6am for 
the returning night shift. 

Brewery 

The mid-Victorian Spotted Cow 
in Wolverhampton Road, by 
Bloxwich Park, is another popular 
and historic pub. William Roberts 
Brewery of Brownhills owned the 
Cow and the Spring Cottage on 
Elmore Green Road from 1903. 

On the High Street, surrounded 
by shops, is the busy Prince of 
Wales. Built in 1928 in mock-Tudor 
style with a hint of art deco, to 
succeed its Victorian predecessor, 
the Prince’s sign derives from an 


old French coat of arms adopted by 
the Black Prince, son of King 
Edward III. 

The Romping Cat, in Elmore 
Green Road, is a Victorian pub from 
1900, which changed name from the 
Sandbank Tavern in 1957 according 
to a tradition that there should 
always be a Bloxwich pub named 
the Romping Cat in memory of Sir 
Gilbert Wakeringe. The 16th 
century landowner and patron of 
Bloxwich Church had a coat of arms 
that included such an animal. 

With these and more, Bloxwich 
still has many historic and lively 
pubs that continue to add to the 
character of this ancient village.

That’s where 
Stephen Fry will be hosting the 66th 
Bafta ceremony from, surrounded by 
A-listers from across the globe who 
gaze at him in awe while wondering if 
they will be taking home one of the 
coveted Bafta masks. 

“Hard as it may be for some 
characteristically sceptical Britons to 
believe, the Baftas have real kudos, 
reputation and cachet all over the 
world of film-making,” says Fry. “I, old 
as I am, never cease to be 
shamelessly glamorised by the sight 
of so many legendary names who 
come every year as nominees and 
presenters.” _ 


The only man who knows for 
sure that he’ll be adding one of the 
famous trophies to his mantelpiece is 
Alan Parker. The advertising 
copywriter-turned-Oscar-nominated 
director has a string of big-screen 
successes under his belt, including 
Midnight Express, Fame, Mississippi 
Burning, Bugsy Malone and Evita - 
he’s also the latest film-maker 
to be awarded a Bafta fellowship, 
following in the footsteps of the likes 
of Alfred Hitchcock, Steven Spielberg 
and last year’s recipient, Martin 
Scorsese. 

John Willis, chairman of the 
Academy, says: “Sir Alan Parker is a 
hugely distinctive film-maker, and a 
man of uncompromising vision and 
personality. He has made an immense 
contribution to the British film industry, 
receiving a wide range of critical and 
public acclaim for his writing, 
producing and directing across almost 
40 years of film-making. 

“It’s almost impossible to highlight 
any one moment of his career, but the 
incredible 19 Baftas his films have 
won indicate the esteem in which he 
is held by his peers, as well as the 
outstanding nature of his work. _ 


“I’m delighted that the Academy has 
taken this opportunity to recognise Sir 
Alan with the Fellowship this year.” 

As for the man himself: “When you 
make your first film, you’re sure it will 
be your last. And then you squeeze 
your eyes together and suddenly, 40 
years later, you’re at Bafta getting an 
award like this. I’m of course 
enormously flattered and honoured.” 

As for the rest of the evening’s 
awards, Lincoln leads the way with 10 
nominations, followed by Les 
Miserables and Life of Pi with nine. 

In any other year, Hugh Jackman 
would be a shoe-in for Best Actor for 
Les Mis, but it would be a surprise if 
Daniel Day-Lewis didn’t beat him to it 
for his extraordinary turn in Spielberg’s 
biopic of the 14th US president. 

Best Actress is far more open, with 
Jennifer Lawrence (Silver Linings 
Playbook), Emmanuelle Riva (Amour) 
and Jessica Chastain (Zero Dark 
Thirty) all in with a good chance. 

Don’t bet against the likes of Skyfall 
(eight nods), Argo (seven) or Anna 
Karenina (six) doing well either. 

It should be an interesting night.

Powerful 
new hybrid 
has got the 
edge over 
its rivals 


By John Griffiths 


IN the last 10 years or so diesel engines have 
become so smooth and powerful, as well as 
fuel efficient, that they have begun to over¬ 
shadow their petrol counterparts. 

Now there’s an alternative capable of putting a smile on 
drivers’ faces while reducing their running costs and their 
tax bills at the same time. 

An innovative petrol-electric hybrid from luxury car 
maker Infiniti outperforms its petrol stablemate and returns 
more miles per gallon than the diesel. 

Factor in the 5p per litre or so petrol/diesel price differen¬ 
tial and a family hatchback C02 emissions rating and it cer¬ 
tainly seems like Infiniti is on to a winner. 

The car’s name, the M35h, doesn’t exactly trip off the 
tongue but here is a car to rival the big name Mercedes-Benz 
E Class or BMW 5 Series, which can do the 0 to 62mph dash 
in a sporting 5.5 seconds (one of the quickest hybrids) and 
average nearly 41mpg. 

Its C02 emissions rating is 159g/km, which is certainly low 
by executive car standards and will mean savings on 
Vehicle Excise Duty and company car tax for many drivers. 

There are two trim grades, GT and GT Premium, and 
when you factor in a high specification which includes all the 
latest bells and whistles its starting price of £42,000 makes it 
a serious competitor for conventional rivals. 

There are a couple of little tricks I particularly liked. The 
Infiniti has the world’s first computer-controlled sound 
system to warn pedestrians of its approach under otherwise 
silent electric running. There’s also an innovative blind spot 
warning system which is a boon on busy dual carriageways 
and motorways. Electrickery apart, the M35h is every inch 
the executive express. It is powered by a 3.5 litre V6 engine 
and an electric motor with a combined output of 359bhp, 
driving the rear wheels through a super smooth seven speed 
automatic transmission. The combination even gives it the 
edge over Porsche’s Panamera hybrid. 

Handling 

It seems able to combine the soft ride of the Merces E- 

Class with the sharper handling of its BMW rival. 

And it is particularly quiet. There is little aerodynamic or 
road noise, and it runs on virtually silent electric power alone 
perhaps more than any other current hybrid. 

On a busy 40mph dual carriageway the M35h seemed to be 
running on electric only most of the time -the petrol engine 
assisting only on acceleration away from traffic lights. 

And then it’s only obvious because when the engine is 
decoupled, the rev counter falls to zero: when running the 
petrol motor rarely rises above a whisper. 

The car’s batteries (which also power the started motor for 
the smooth transition) are recharged during braking and 
acceleration as well as a conventional system, which is clearly 
particularly quick and efficient judging by the power reserves 
available. The car can then run on electric alone (up to 
62mph), on petrol or a combination of both. 

For the driver and passenger, the M35h is a everything 
you’d expect of a prestige motor car. Its leather seats are both 
heated and ventilated, with multiple electrical adjustment to 
help you find the perfect position. There’s even a heated 
steering wheel for those frosty mornings. 

Each gets their own little comfort zone, as they are sepa¬ 
rated by a centre console resembling an aircraft control panel 
with a colour screen and enough switches and dials to satisfy 
any gadget lover. 

The higher spec model, the GT Premium, has a few tech¬ 
nological extras including the blind spot warning system and 
and ‘intelligent’ cruise control system to help you maintain 
a safe gap from the car in front. There’s also a lane departure 
warning system, satellite navigation and an upgraded 
‘Forest air’ climate control system. 

The finish and materials give an impressive of quality and 
craftsmanship. 

The rear seats three adults in comfort, although the one 
drawback (particularly in the hybrid with its battery pack) is 
the boot space. It’s still over 400 litres, but a bit behind some 
of its big name rivals. 

Infiniti is a relative newcomer to the prestige car market, 
but it has plenty of experience from its sister company Nissan 
and associate Renault to draw on. That’s perhaps why it has 
managed to match the big names in this sector with a high 
performance, luxurious saloon. And with the M35h it also 
has a technological edge to please the executive and frustrate 
the taxman.

Saddlers prove they 
are a success story 



Walsall 3 Oldham 1 


LET’S hear it for the West Mid¬ 
lands football success story. 

The oft-forgotten Saddlers - they’re the 
ones you can see from the M6 - find it hard 
to make noise surrounded by their illustri¬ 
ous neighbours, writes Nick Mashiter. 

But while Albion deal, impressively, with 
the Peter Odemwingie fallout, Villa lurch 
from crisis to crisis, Wolves plummet in the 
Championship and Blues remain on the 
brink, Walsall stand firm. 

Everything is relative; they are in League 
One and the Saddlers do not expect the same 
spotlight as the others. But who would have 
thought they would be arguably the biggest 
success story this season? 

It is a shame they will not get the wide- 
ranging plaudits they deserve - the invisible 
well-wishers will continue to play dumb and 
column inches remain unused. 

Courage 

But seven wins from nine games - after 
Saturday’s 3-1 comeback over Oldham - 
leaves them four points from the play-offs 
and just six from the 50 mark. For the past 
two years it has taken them the entire 
season to reach that target. 

Manager Dean Smith quipped that the 
biggest home attendance of the season was 
down to the ‘Ned’ factor after David Kelly 
returned as his assistant in midweek. 

But points mean prizes and the Saddlers 
are rightly being rewarded for their style 
and unwavering courage in sticking to the 
plan. Fans are returning, confidence is rife - 
and it is all done on a pittance. 

Odemwingie’s fines alone would cover a 
decent signing for the Saddlers, which is 
another nod to Smith’s abilities. 

He never complains and never crows. But 
there is still a sense of satisfaction from the 
manager after having a winless run 
“rammed down his throat” as he put it a 
couple of weeks ago, although there will be 
no “I told you so”. He will even spare a 


thought for Paul Dickov, who quit as 
Oldham boss after the defeat. 

And, with January proving troublesome 
for the West Midlands’ ‘big’ four, it was a 
very fine month for the Saddlers. Four wins 
from five games laid the platform for sur¬ 
vival - but it was off the pitch where they 
really shone. 

New deals for Andy Taylor, Mai Benning 
and James Baxendale and the permanent 
signings of Sam Mantom and Craig West- 
carr stated their intent; the return of Kelly 
maintained the optimism and, while there 
was no serious interest, they kept their 
stars. 

Because, such is Jamie Paterson’s devel¬ 
opment, Smith will be pleased the window is 
now shut. The nine-goal winger has been 
pinned as a star since he and George Bower- 
man created havoc for the youth team. 

And now, still only 21, that promise and 
potential are beginning to be fulfilled. A 


match-winning performance and a sublime 
brace underlined his undoubted talent. 

He terrorised a Latics defence who were 
busy dealing with Luis Suarez while knock¬ 
ing Liverpool out of the FA Cup in their pre¬ 
vious game. They couldn’t cope with 
Paterson’s marauding runs and the forward 
could have claimed a hat-trick with more 
composure. That is being picky as, over the 
Saddlers’ fine run, the winger has main¬ 
tained a previously missing consistency. 

Five goals in 10 games - along with the 
rest of the improving squad - has propelled 
the Saddlers up the table and on Saturday 
they proved last weekend’s 2-0 defeat at 
Colchester was just a blip. 

Taylor and Febian Brandy were recalled 
while Oldham handed debuts to Lee 
Barnard and ex-Wolves striker Chris 
Iwelumo, on loan from Watford. And the 
strike pair unsettled the Saddlers as the 
hosts failed to find their stride. Oldham had 


already seen two penalty shouts ignored 
before Barnard’s powerful header had them 
in front on 19 minutes. It was deserved but, 
slowly, the Saddlers wrestled back control. 

Will Grigg headed straight at Dean Bouz- 
anis before Baxendale broke Oldham’s well- 
drilled resistance by sliding a shot under the 
keeper five minutes before the break. 

It changed the game and the Saddlers 
probed with Grigg shooting at Bouzanis 
after Paterson’s delicious through ball while 
Brandy failed to get a decent connection on 
his shot. Jonathan Grounds fired over for 
Oldham but, contained, the visitors wilted 
to hand Paterson centre stage. 

First he buried a low 20-yard effort into 
the corner 16 minutes from the end before 
capping the comeback with second in stop¬ 
page time. He made a fool of Cliff Byrne by 
latching onto Adam Chambers’ pass, lifting 
the ball over the static defender’s head 25 
yards out and running clear to seal the win.
